ADVANCE TIP 


Turns Into a Poison 


Just what occurs in the differ- 
ent systems to cause these pecu- 
liar reactions is not definitely 
known. It is probable that, due 
te some constitutional peculiar- 
ity, the food which they eat does 
not digest properly and may be 
turned into a poisonous sub- 
stance which, being absorbed into 
the blood stream, becomes an 
irritant and brings on these vari- 
ous disturbances. . 

In other words: “One man’s % 
food may be another man’s poi- 7 
son.” Babies are particularly sub- 
ject to food poisonings, or rather 
food allergies. One reason is that 
the stomach and abdomen are 
the most active parts of their 
systems. The abdomen is almost 
as large as all the rest of the 
body. It contains as much blood 
as all the other organs.

Even though you like to 
stay away from the kitchen as 
much as possible, the man of the 
house usually comes home tired 
and hunery, and after a quick 
shower he is ready for a sub-

Onion Souffle 


Most men like onions in some 
form with their steaks. For the 
flavorful souffie, peel and _ slice 
four medium-sized onions in a 
small amount of salted water 
until tender.

Melt 
and one-half tablespoons 
butter, blend in two and one-half 
tablespoons flour and pour on 
one-fourth cup of the onion 
liquid and one-fourth cup rich 
cream. Stir until thickened, add 
the chopped onion and season 
with pepper and additional salt 
if necded. Fold in the yolks of 
two eggs that have been beaten 
until thick and fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites of the eggs. Turn 
into small greased ramekins and 
bake in a moderate oven thirty- 
five minutes. 

Noodle Goulash 

Cook a package (or two cups? 
of medium noodles in salted 
water. Meanwnile put one table- 
spoon butter, one medium onion 
chopped and one-half pound 
chopped mushrooms in a deep 
skillet and cook slowly until ten- 
der. Add one pound choppec 
round steak and cook until the 
meat begins to brown. Add one 
tablespoon prepared mustard, one 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce, 
one teaspoon salt, pepper to taste, 
three chopped tomatoes and two 
tablespoons grated cheese. Drain 
the noodles and add to the mcat 
inixture. Pour in enough tomato 
juice or milk to half cover and 
simmer fifteen minutes or longer.
